Some of the Loans for Ireland have in like manner produced a profit; but half a million was advanced for Midland 
Great Western Railway at only 3i percent., and nearly a million and a half for workhouses, upon which no interest was 

payable for at least 10 years. 

• No interest to accrue on loans for workhouses in Ireland until 10 years after a workhouse in the Union had been 
declared fit for the reception of destitute poor. If a workhouse had been declared fit before the loan was advanced, then 
interest at 5 per cent, was to accrue from the date of the 10th year after such advance on the balance then unpaid. 

After the payment of principal to the extent of 62,145 l. 4 *., the Commissioners were directed by lreasury letter of 
17 July 1850, to forbear to require or enforce payment of any instalment in respect of these loans.
